Examiner's Amendment

The above noted amendment has been added in order to update information related to the 
application and provide a proper format for the specification as well. 

Reasons For Allowance 

2. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to disclose a method of controlling a circuit arrangement for an AC power supply of a plasma 
panel in which the circuit arrangement includes bridge transistors Tl, T2, T3, T4, an input voltage 
U0, a capacitor of a plasma cell Cp and a charging circuit in a form of an auxiliary voltage Uh, a 
first auxiliary transistor Tl 1 and a first coil LI, the method of performing a charging operation to 
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charge capacitor by controlling the auxiliary transistor as conductive at a beginning of the 
charging operation, controlling the bridge transistor T2 as conductive for a delay time tv, which is 
greater than zero, to inhibit charging of the capacitor Cp and controlling the bridge transistor T2 
non-conductive after the delay time tv elapsed, to effect the charging of the capacitor Cp as 
required in claim 1. Similar to claim 1, claims 2, 7, 9 and 14 wherein limitation features as 
described also have been found allowable. 

4. The remaining dependent claims are allowable for at least above reason. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants' 
disclosure. None of cited/recorded prior arts stands alone or combination with others discloses all 
limitation required in claim invention.
